ness is plagued by others oper­ 
ating outside and postal laws.

An investigation by postal in 
spectors disclosed that t h e r e 
are only two basic ways for an 
amateur to break into the field 
and sell his music or lyrics,: 
Promotion at the local level 
by a radio station, for exam­ 
ple. If a song goes over in one 
area, there is a better chance it 
will be successful nationally.

If the purpose of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission is to k eep competi­ 
tion vigorous, its mem bers will have to 
show lively interest in the latest railroad 
merger proposal. 
A combination of the Chesapeak e 
k 
Ohio and the Norfolk k Western would 
create an exact counterpart in size of the 
giant 
system 
that 
would 
come 
into 
existence through m erger of the Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York Central. 
It would pit two goliaths against each 
other, instead of letting the C. 
k 0. and 
N. & W. compete separately against the 
Pennsy-N.Y.C. system, on the assump­ 
tion this merger will be allowed by the 
IC C . 
It would have the further effect, if the 
I C.C. permitted the newly proposed m er­ 
ger, of shoring up the tottering financial 
structure of five other m ajor Eastern 
railroads. 
This would come about, under the terms 
of the proposal, through special legisla­ 
tive sanction to perm it the C. 
k 0. and 
N. k W. to tak e advantage of the finan­ 
cial losses of the five non-earning roads 
in reporting their own earnings. 
The proposal, which will not be made 
formally until later this year, is a sur­ 
prise — a whollv unexpected trial bal­ 
loon lofted for the apparent purpose of 
testing opinion. 
A proposal of such magnitude could not 
have been made in anything but the ut­ 
most seriou.sness. Looming largest among 
the railroad leaders involved in the pro­ 
posal is Cyrus S. Eaton of Cleveland, 
one of the great organizaing geniuses of 
the century. 
Men lik e Cyrus Eaton do not think of 
economic competition as a m atter of sur­ 
vival among contenders of unequal size. 


They think of it as a striving of equals 
for a competitive edge. 
This would be the merit of the proposed 
m erger, if the I.C.C. finally permits the 
Pennsy-N.Y.C. 
merger. It would bring

It would have the further effect, if the 
I C C. permitted the newly proposed mer­ 
ger, of shoring up the tottering financial 
structure of five other major Eastern 
railroads. 
This would come about, under the terms 
of the proposal, through special legisla­ 
tive sanction to permit the C. & 0. and 
N. &• W. to take advantage of the finan­ 
cial losses of the five non-earning roads 
in reporting their own earnings. 
The proposal, which will not be made 
formally until later this year, is a sur­ 
prise — a wholly unexpected trial bal­ 
loon lofted for the apparent purpose of 
testing opinion 
A proposal of such magnitud 
could not 
have been made in anything but the ut­ 
most seriousness. Looming largest among 
the railroad leaders involved in the pro­ 
posal is Cyrus S 
Eaton of Cleveland, 
one of the great organizaing geniuses of 
the century. 
Men like Cyrus Eaton do not think of 
economic competition as a matter of sur­ 
vival among contenders of unequal size.

They suspect the motive for the 
collectivization of functions is 
partisan 
advantage for the 
Democratic p ar tv, 
whose voting strength lie* mainly in urban 
areas 
Aside from these misgivings, there is a 
compelling reason to deal with urban af­ 
fairs more systematically than has been 
the practice in (he past. 


Certainly if a department of agriculture 


is needed a department of urban affairs 


and housing is needed, too 


If there is justification for a department 


of commerce and a department of labor, 


there is justitication for a cabinet officer 


to look after the problems of the urban 
areas in which most Americans live 
Congress, which knows best how much 
of its time and the people's money go 
into solutions for these problems, did not 
hesitate to set up a new department of 
housing and urban affairs. 
It would not have hesitated three years 
ago if it had not been ‘ripped up by the 
race prejudice of its Southerners

even while the government was 
giving new railroads land arid 
subsidies. 


One president vetoed a hill to 
help the insane poor, saying it 
would makp the poor only more 
hopeless and dependent 
Anoth­ 
er vetoed a bill to help drought-

farmers. 
saying: 
' Though the people should sup­ 
port the government, the gov­ 
ernment should not support the 
people ” 
The latter happened in IRR? 
the very year in which Congress 
took one of its most far-reaching 
steps by creating the Interstate 
Gimmerce Commission to put 
controls on what railroads could 
charge 
In this same period millions of 
Americans who never heard of 
Herbert 
Spencer, 
the 
British 
philosopher, were his disciples 
and his victims by absorbing his 
belief in the devil take the hind­
